World Health 
Day Support 
Urged By AOA 

The AOA officially urged 
its 11,000-plus members to 
extend whole-hearted sup¬ 
port to the World Health Or¬ 
ganization’s observance of 
Prevention of Blindness” 
Day this month. 

President Don A. Frantz, 
in announcing the resolution, 
commended the Organization 
for its work in advancing the 
latest information on disease- 
combating methods to all 
nations throughout the 
world. 

Dr. Frantz said the inter¬ 
national cooperative’s labors 
to prevent blindness coincide 
with the principal aim of the 
AOA—“the improvement of 
vision and preservation of 
sight.” 

He urged members and the 
50 state affiliates to cooper¬ 
ate with governmental and 
non-governmental agencies to 
make the world conscious of 
the importance of preventing 
blindness and improvement 
of vision.

Proposed plans for an 
AOA-member tour of Eu¬ 
rope this summer have been 
abandoned because of an 
anticipated rate increase 
and difficulties in arranging 
the best itinerary, it was 
announced. 

A moratorium on group 
fares after June 1 was re¬ 
cently declared by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. Offi¬ 
cials say the moratorium, 
if not lifted prior to the an¬ 
ticipated departure date, 
would boost fares a mini¬ 
mum of $200 per person. 

Problems also were en¬ 
countered in efforts to ar¬ 
range excellent itineraries 
in various nations to ac¬ 
commodate visits to oph¬ 
thalmic manufacturing cen¬ 
ters and European optome¬ 
trists.

AOA Testifies On Plan 
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After All, Doctor! 

The April 2 edition of the AM A NEWS car¬ 
ried an article on the current federal legislation on 
benefits for the blind, reported in the March issue 
of this newspaper. The AMA publication’s com¬ 
ments are hardly surprising, but do disclose some 
interesting points. 

The lead paragraph reads “Lawmakers pro¬ 
tested a provision in welfare legislation that would 
place optometrists on a par with ophthalmologists 
in determining blindness.” This disturbed us at 
first since it indicated there was more opposition 
than we had first heard. But reading further you 
discover that “lawmakers” means three represen¬ 
tatives, one of whom is a medical school graduate. 
(This fact was not mentioned.) 

The comments by Reps. Edwin R. Durno (R. 
Ore.), Thomas B. Curtis (R. Mo.) and Bruce Alger 
(R. Tex.) generally urged that people with eye 
conditions should be examined by a “comptent eye 
doctor” and that optometrists had lesser qualifi¬ 
cations. Rep. Alger went further by intoning 
“there were a number of cases given where people 
lost their eyesight because of improper diagnosis 
which an ophthalmologist could have prevented.” 
The article ended with the rather cryptic state¬ 
ment that the “parliamentary situation” made it 
impossible to secure a House vote. 

Now, we believe everyone is entitled to an 
opinion—including us. We agree that a “compe¬ 
tent” eye doctor should do the examining—and 
that applies to the medical profession too. In¬ 
competency is hardly confined to one field, and 
organized medicine has its share. Let’s face it, 
Doctor, medicine’s “code of silence” too often 
keeps incompetents practicing too long and on too 
many unfortunate people. We commend loyalty, 
but not at the patient’s expense. And we’re hardly 
saying anything revolutionary—the AMA is con¬ 
cerned because it failed to achieve what it felt was 
necessary authorization at the last session to ade¬ 
quately clean its own halls. 

As for training, this is a double-edged sword 
that MDs might well dodge. Most ODs have far 
more concentrated training in the classroom on 
human eyesight than the vast majority of general 
practitioners who decide to “specialize” in the eye 
field. 

Optometry doesn’t mind “knocks.” It has had 
to take quite a few in its history. Who ever heard 
of progress having an easy pathway? But we do 
attempt to confine our “editorializing to Page 
Two, not the news columns. And generally, we at 
least mention the other side’s rebuttal! Or has 
medicine taken up that old wheeze, “Doctors don’t 
admit mistakes; they bury them.” ?

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OD Lions Asked 
To Aid In Project 

Optometrists who are mem¬ 
bers of Lions clubs have 
been asked for assistance in 
compiling a dissertation on 
optometry’s role in sight 
conservation and aid to the 
blind, a major project of the 
International Association of 
Lions Clubs. 

M. I. Grossman, 35 Seneca 
St., Geneva, N.Y., hopes to 
compile all major Lion sight 
projects, plus optometric par¬ 
ticipation, as part of his re¬ 
search. Dr. Grossman asks 
that OD Lion Club members 
send their name and address 
to him. 


The Colorado State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare, 
which recently revised its 
Aid to the Blind and Old Age 
Pensioner programs, has 
opened its provisions to in¬ 
clude subnormal vision aids 
and therapeutic contact lens¬ 
es. 

The Department now rules 
that if an examining ophthal¬ 
mologist or optometrist rec¬ 
ommends the use of subnor¬ 
mal vision aids, and its use 
is approved by the state con¬ 
sulting ophthalmologist, they 
can be supplied by or through 
the examiner. 

In establishing charges, the 
Department rules the follow¬ 
ing as proper: examination 
for the first pair of glasses 
following cataract operation 
(if not prescribed by operat¬ 
ing surgeon), $15: bifocal 
lenses (other than cataract), 
$10 per lens; single vision 
lenses (other than cataract), 


41 ODs Attend

Forty-one optometrists par¬ 
ticipated in a three-day semi¬

A nationally - known con¬ 
sultant in research and de¬ 
sign as it pertains to educa¬ 
tional performance, Dr. Har¬ 
mon is research director and 
advisory board chairman of 
the School Vision and Per¬ 
ception project of the Winter 
Haven Lions Research Foun¬ 
dation. 

Dr. Harmon told attend¬ 
ants how to organize a visual¬ 
ly directed program around 
good body mechanics, prop¬ 
erly organized stimuli, ade¬ 
quately - directed responses 
and attitudes. “We must 
teach the whole child through 
directed development,” he 
said. 


ODs Urged To Produce 
May Programs For Elderly 


$5 per lens; bifocal cataract 
lenses, $20 per lens; bifocal 
lenses (each lens-lenticular), 
$27.50; frames, $10; and con¬ 
tact lenses (for therapeutic 
purposes only), $175. 

The schedule for subnorm¬ 
al vision aids is: glasses con¬ 
taining high plus prismatic 
add, not over $100; monocu¬ 
lar microscopic specacles, not 
over $150; combination of the 
above, not over $200; binocu¬ 
lar telescopic spectacles, not 
over $300. 

New Section 

A new section has been 
added to the Old Age Pension 
program pertaining to post¬ 
operative situations. 

It now reads that glasses, 
limited to one pair per oper¬ 
ation, prescribed by the op¬ 
erating surgeon or by any op¬ 
tometrist approved by the 
Department shall be paid di¬ 
rectly to the “vendor from 
the OAP Medical Care Fund 
by the county department, 
which will be reimbursed 
100%.” 

In cases where tnedical 
treatment to prevent blind¬ 
ness or restore sight is un¬ 
der consideration, an exami¬ 
nation by an approved op- 
thalmologist is required. The 
examination fee will be $10, 
and the doctor will bill Blue 
Shield. 


Several programs for Op¬ 
tometry’s participation in the 
May observance of National 
Senior Citizens’ Month have 
been announced by the AOA 
Vision Care of the Aging 
Committee. 

Chairman Donald C. Ex¬ 
ford said local societies, aux¬ 
iliaries and individual mem¬ 
bers are asked to contact pro¬ 
gram chairmen of various 
community groups for elder 
citizens to offer a program at 
one of their regular meetings. 

Speech kits (A-4) on Vis¬ 
ual Care of the Aging are 
available through the St. 
Louis office. Availability of 
a new slide series will be an¬ 
nounced later. 

The committee also has 
recommended a check be pre¬ 
sented to local libraries to 


purchase “Books for Tired 
Eyes,” as was done by the 
Rhode Island Auxiliary dur¬ 
ing “Save Your Vision 
Week.” 

Other suggested programs 
include a stepped-up Vision 
Care program in nursing and 
convalescent homes with ap¬ 
propriate publicity by local 
optometric groups and use of 
the series of articles on Vis¬ 
ion Care of the Aging pre¬ 
pared for newspapers. 

Dr. Exford said these can 
be obtained through the AOA 
and can be adapted for radio 
usage. 

He urged local societies to 
take advantage of “this ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to pro¬ 
mote good optometric vision 
care for the aging,” and 
asked that activity reports be 
sent to his attention.

(5) Charts providing tech¬ 
nical information and 
a separate chart giv¬ 
ing the scope and limi¬ 
tations of the various 
mass screening pro¬ 
grams.

Congressman Samuel S. 
Stratton told 419 attendants 
at the Optometric Center of 
New York’s “Symposium on 
Myopia” that he believes 
President Kennedy’s medical 
care for the aged program 
will be passed by Congress 
this year. 

The Democratic guberna¬ 
torial candidate, who spoke 
on “The Proper Role of the 
Federal Government in 
Health Care,” predicted the 
program will be approved 
’’possibly as an amendment 
to a bill to provide pensions 
for doctors.” 

Rep. Stratton said the 
health insurance bill has 
“very broad public support,” 
and commented that ques¬ 


tionnaires returned from his 
normally - Republican Con¬ 
gressional district showed 
voter sentiment “three and 
four to one” in favor. 

While he acknowledged 
there might be “some diffi¬ 
culty” in getting the measure 
out of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, the Con¬ 
gressman expected no prob¬ 
lem in getting H.R. 10 up for 
a vote. 

As for the proper role of 
the federal government in 
health care matters, Rep. 
Stratton said it should cover 
only those needs of “vital 
concern to the nation as a 
whole” which cannot be met 
adequately by the individual, 
state or local governments.

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NYSOA Scores 
Three Victories 
In Legislature 

Three smashing victories 
in the 1962 Legislature, in¬ 
cluding an amendment to 
the state insurance law to 
permit optometrists to par¬ 
ticipate in health expense 
indemnity corporations, 
were recorded by the New 
York State Optometric As¬ 
sociation. 

Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
signed into law the amend¬ 
ment which insures OD’s 
will be included in eye 
services performed under 
health expense indemnity 
insurance. The legislation 
has been hailed as “a most 
significant and far reach¬ 
ing law.” 

In other action, a mass 
protest by mail resulted 
in a last-minute amend¬ 
ment to include optometry 
on a professional level with 
dentists and physicians un¬ 
der a bill to provide eye- 
care and eye wear in a pro¬ 
gram of Medical Assist¬ 
ance to the Aged. 

The NYOSA also twice 
defeated attempts by opti¬ 
cians and opthalmolgists 
to amend the opticians' law 
to permit greater leeway 
and less supervision in fit¬ 
ting contact lenses. 

Society Tests 
762 Children 

A total of 762 children, 
almost triple the amount 
in previous years, was 
tested in a three-day test 
program conducted recent¬ 
ly by the Mecklenburg 
(N.C.) Optometric Associ¬ 
ation. 

The association completed 
its third annual coopera¬ 
tive effort with the North 
Mecklenburg Optimist Club 
by working overtime to 
handle the long line of 
waiting patients. Hundreds 
had appeared on the first 
day. 

Of the total screened, 
461 passed. Borderline 
cases reported were 154 
and 147 children failed. 
Each child was examined 
for complete case history, 
visual acuity of both eyes, 
external examination, op- 
thalmoscopic examination, 
retinoscopy and cover test.

Kaplan’s Report

The professor said research 
with pigtail monkeys at the 
Center discloses both the 
amount of reading and read¬ 
ing distance affect the devel¬ 
opment of myopia.
